The opening week of November 
finds the Hudson Straits witthout a 
vestige of ice in sight, and with a 
minimum fog, says an Ottawa report, 
dated Nov. 7. Each day the marine 
experts of the department cf marine 
and fisherles, at Ottawa, are more as- 
tounded as the radio reports from the 
fliers who are patrolling the 450 mile 
stretch of the straits in airplanes 
every day declare that there is, as 
yet, no obstacle whatever to naviga- 
tion. 

“It is really very remarkable,” said 
one of them, “and we are very much 
| puzzled, It begins to look as if the 
Straits are open to navigation many 
weeks longer than anyone suspected. 
\It may be, indeed, that the ice does 
}not enter the straits until February. 
| The flow ice usually starts drifting 
south in that month. Of course, we 
cannot bt sure. All our preconceived 
ideas about the straits have been dis- 
turbed,” 

This official pointed out that the 
| fact that there is as yet no ice in tho 
Straits indicates that in 1927, at any- 
irate, navigation will be open much 
longer than in the St. Lawrence River, 
| where the last ship clears about No- 
jvember 15, ‘The straits are from 40 
to 100 miles in width and it is incon- 
ceivable that if ice commenced to ap- 
bear bow, it could block the channel 
lin two weeks, or even a month,

Methods Of Controt Not Yet 
Understood 

Take-all is a fungus disease which 
attacks wheat in different parts of 
Western Canada. It appears to be 
confined mainly to semi-wooded. dis- 
tricts, although it has been found oc- 
casionally on open prairie. It affects 
barley und rye slightly and attacks a 
number of native grasses quite severe- 
ly, but it is most important as a dis- 
ease of wheat. The disease is most 
evident just after the grain is headed 
out. It often appears in almost circu- 
lar, clear-cut patches, varying trom a 
few fect to several yards in diameter. 


Fully

ance. 

Methods of control of this cisease 
have not yet been completely work- 
ed out but some suggestions are given

Contro! By Commissioner Of North 
West Territories Best Says 
Captain Munn 

The order-in-council transferring the 
care of the Eskimos in the far North 
from the Superintendent General of 
Indian Affairs to the Commissioner of 
the North West Territories was char- 
acterized as a “commendable step in 
the right direction” by Captain Henry 
T. Munn, F.R.G.S,, Arctic trader and 
explorer, and one of the greatest liv- 
ing authorities on the Eskimos them- 
Selves, in an interview at Ottawa. 

White man’s food, white man’s 
clothing and white man’s customs, 
}according to Captain Munn, are deci- 
| miating the Eskimo population of the 
| far North. Foods imported by traders, 
|Captain Munn contended, have not 
sufficient calorific value to support 
the Eskimo in their natural habitat 
and those who use white flour fall 
|easy victims to every epidemic that 
‘comes along. 

From personal observation, Captain 
Munn stated, that those who eat as 
their fathers did, maintain a high re- 
|ststanee to the rigorous cold und 
epidemic diseases. The necessity for 
preserving the wild life of the far 
‘North was urged by Captain Munn as 
the only method of preventing the ut- 
ter extinction of the Eskimos.

Playing Safe With Mushrooms 
Must Be Able To Distinguish Edible 
Fungi From Poisonous 

Mushrooms make a delicious dish 
;and much has been written in recent 
| years on their value as a food. Many 
persons at present ire able to go into 
|the woods and gather them with con- 
| fidence, thus experiencing the plens- 
/ure of hunting for them and at the 
|; 8ame time adding a pleasant variation 

o their diet. Many others wouid fo! 
low their example if they were sure 
jot being able to distinguish poisonous 
j fungi from the edible species. The 
; consequences of a mistake are so very 
serious that it is utter folly for anyone 
to gather and eat mushrooms unless 
; absolutely certain that the kinds pick- 
jed are wholesome, 

Recognizing the widespread inter- 
est in this subject, the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture hag just pub- 
‘lished a comprehensive yolume_ en- 
ititied “Mushrooms and Toadstools,” 
| written by H. T. Gussow, Dominion 
Botanist, and W. S. Odell. The authors 
| point out in their introduction that a 
‘knowledge of fungi is the only safe 
means of distinguishing edible fungi 
and poisonous, and that all so-called 
“tests” are myths and superstitious 
nonsense, The popwiar claim that a 
silver spoon or coin dipped into a dish 
of cooked fungi will turn black if it 
contains poisonous ones, is entirely 
without foundation, Other tests «are 
equally fallible. The first command- 
meut for mushroom gatierers is: “at 
no fungus of any isind unknown to 
you, Assume not the slightest risk, 
and make sure that all specimens col- 
lected are safe to eat.” How to obtain 
this certainty {is simply and clearly 
told in the book which will enable the 
to distinguish bad mushreoms 
deadly mush-

Often he believes that he did 
not suffer much from shock because of 
low voltage, and that opinion leads 
him to fresh danger. 

The fact of it is that electricity at 
110 volts is certain death if you are 
properly in contact when you get it. 
If you are firmly in touch with the 
ground, say, in a damp basement, or 
if you are in a bathtub, or touching 
plumbing, your electric stove, or any 
}metal communicating with the ground, 
110 volts, it is said, will be certain to 
Knock you out and very likely to kill.
